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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The objection to claim 5 is removed based on 
applicant arguments. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive with respect to Endo and Ohno. Ohno teaches changing the fuser 
characteristics based on type of media including resin films and Endo teaches laminating media with resin sheets. Ohno teaches 
changing the temperature or speed of the fuser to change the fusing ability; however, changing the pressure also changes the fusing 
ability.
